Wallis Kendal, who works with 
inner-city kids through the iHuman 
Youth Society, vouches for Mary’s 
story, confirming she is not an 
exceptional case. 

“Emergency housing shortages 
are a fact of life for street youth in 
the city,” he said. “The youth shelter 
is nothing more than a cog in the 
wheel. They have no money, and the 
money they do have is tainted by 
conditions [placed on the pro- 
grams].” 

Kendall said almost every pro- 
gram for street kids has conditions 
attached, so those least likely to suc- 
ceed—those most entrenched in 
street life—end up without basic ser- 
vices. The iHuman building used to 
be one of the exceptions, a place that 
provided youth with a warm place 
to stay during the day, with no 
expectations attached. 


ANOTHER SPACE DISAPPEARS 

“Most of these guys are too unsta- 
ble to work anywhere, so we provid- 
ed that safety net, that sanctuary.” 
Referrals to mental health experts, 
addictions treatment, and housing 
agencies were often arranged, but 
never as a condition of getting out of 
the weather and staying warm. 

One warm place that was avail- 


sioner is suing. Only problem is the 
document was circulated to nearly 
every union in the province as soon 
as it landed in the AFL office.

For Kendall, these problems are 
just a symptom of a society that has 
lost its way. He says there is an obvi- 
ous connection between inadequate 
resources and youth crime. 

“You're badly dressed in the first 
place, you have inadequate clothing 
for the weather ... if you‘re a girlyou | 
may have to start working to get | 
some money for a coffee and ciga- 
rettes. Guys go steal. You're forced 
into this crime. Anyone who was 
rational would say ‘What else would 
you do in this situation?” he said. 

“Yeah, the [Youth Emergency] 
shelter’s not functioning, but noth- 
ing else is either. We need a different 
compassion.” 

In the meantime, Kendall just 
wishes the shelter would stay open 
until noon. 
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a warning. 

“It’s a new variation on an old 
scam.

Ironi- 
cally, on the extreme, Strauss also 
argued that people are too stupid to 
make informed decisions for them- 
selves, and should be ruled by elites 
in the know. Every time Bush says 
he doesn’t listen to polls, you can 
hear Strauss talking. 

Straussians are also preoccupied 
with “regime change,” which is 
exactly how Harper is attacking the 
weaker-than-ever Liberals. But you 
probably recognize the term from 
Bush’s plan to make Iraq the West- 
loving, clean-water, hugs and smiles 
jewel of freedom and open democra- 
cy it is today. 

Despite this, one thing’s very clear 
about Harper: he wants into Bush's

Fitzpatrick likes to pick blueber- 
ries and cranberries every year and 
she says there are fewer than there 
used to be. 

“Part of it is probably pollution, 
but also the land has been overrun 
so much. I don’t think the berries can 
grow anymore. I don’t know,” she 
says. 
Cheryl Laurent is the owner of 
Fort MacKay Enterprises, which 
provides medical services to oil- 
sands companies. She’s experiencing 
the economic development the oil- 
sands has brought firsthand, She 
acknowledges there’s now more jobs 
and more money in the community, 
but says the negative impacts of oil- 
sands development outweigh the 
benefits. 

“We're surrounded on all sides, 
but you can’t fight them. It’s a losing 
battle. There’s nothing we can do,” 
she says. “It makes me feel encaged, 
just kind of hopeless. It’s not a good 
feeling.” 

Laurent says she’s noticed that 
more children in the community are 
developing asthma and she’s wor- 
ried about the impacts of air pollu- 
tion on her own children’s health.

Laurent's father, Andrew Bouch- 
er,an elder who's been hunting and 
trapping since he was nine years old, 
has already lost one trapline because 
of oilsands development and he’s 
worried that he'll lose his second 
trapline as well. 

He says Fort MacKay is now “just 
a little dot” in the middle of oilsands 
development. 

“It’s getting worse. Pretty soon 
we'll be boxed in here,” says Bouch- 
er. “Our way of life is all screwed 
up.... It makes me sick.” 

Boucher is trying to on tradi- 
tional skills to his cenaiasen by 
taking them into the bush, but says 
hunters and trappers now have to 
go further away from the communi- 
ty to find any animals. 

“That's our way of life, so we'd 
like to keep it,” he says. “We don’t 
want to lose our way of life, but 
we're losing it anyways.” 

It doesn’t look like Boucher and 
other First Nation members will get 
much help from the provincial gov- 
ernment in preserving their tradi- 
tional lifestyle.

The Last, Lonely Night of Neil Stonechild, By 
Susanne Reber and Robert Renaud, Random 
House Canada, 427 pp, $35 (hardcover) 





CHALK IT UP TO BUSINESS ACUMEN 
that in Saskatoon bulk retailer Cost- 
co has stocked up on a lot of copies 
of Susanne Reber and Robert 
Renaud’s Starlight Tour: The Last, 
Lonely Night of Neil Stonechild. Even if 
the company’s heart isn’t quite in the 
right place on this one, the fact that 
they anticipate this book about sys- 
temic racism in the Saskatoon police 
force will be a bestseller speaks vol- 
umes. 

If you remember, Neil Stonechild 
was the seventeen-year-old native 
who was found, frozen, on the out- 
skirts of Saskatoon in 1990. A clearly 
botched police investigation con- 
cluded that he did not die in suspi- 
cious circumstances, although it was 
not clear how he could have (or why 
he would have) walked so far from 
town in the dead of winter, especial- 
ly with only one shoe. 
~ As you might also remember, a 
public inquiry in the year 2000 
found that the Saskatoon Police Ser- 
vice (SPS) was, more likely than not, 
responsible for the death. The SPS 
was also implicated in the disap- 
pearances of five other men in 2000, 
one of whom survived. 

Piecing together extensive docu- 
mentation on the Stonechild case 
with records of other natives escort- 
ed by police officers on “the 
starlight tour” out of town, the book 
paints a portrait of a severely cor- 
rupt police force that has terrorized 
Saskatoon’s native population for 
decades. 

“What happens when a person 
who is missing, who even dies like 
Neil, and who is native and poor is 
completely, radically different” 
from when the same circumstances 
befall a white person says Reber. 
She points to the disappearance of 
Alicia Ross, the 25-year-old Toronto 
woman who was eventually found 
murdered by her neighbour. Her 
disappearance immediately 
prompted extensive police investi- 
gation and, Reber adds, “communi- 
ty outrage. Ina case like this, the 
appropriate community response is 
outrage. What was interesting about 
the case with Neil is that nothing 
happened.” 

Nothing, that is, until 2000, when 
Darrell Night was dropped off out- 
side of town by police and, unlike 
Stonechild, survived the winter 

weather and made it back to town. 
The fact that Night lived to tell the

With that emotional heart always 
in mind, Baker, this year, divided his 
cast into teams and assigned them 
the task of actually researching the 
era—the workhouses, Poor Law, 
religion of the time, social condi- 
tions, Dickens himself. It adds up to 
the cast fully understanding the 
import of scenes like the one where 
Scrooge gives his housekeeper the 
gift of a guinea coin. “That was half 
a year’s wages in those days. Mara- 
lyn [Ryan] always knew that, but 
this year everyone in the cast under- 
stood the moment and there were 
gasps around the hall when the 
scene [was rehearsed].” 

This year’s process, he says 
allowed for such luxuries. “It’s an 
expensive show to rehearse and last 
year we cut rehearsals from three 
weeks to two. It was a case of 
rehearse the scenes and then inject 
the heart later.” He acknowledges 
that approach wasn’t completely 
effective. The paramount directorial 
task for a director in a remount is 
hounding the actors, who have 
played the show for several years, to 
rediscover their roles. “You have to 
discover moments and discover 
emotions with any play, but when 
we do this play so often, it gets into 
your body, and the result is [memo- 
ry] without the big beating heart.” 

The beating heart comes from an 
uncompromising personal honesty 
in the script itself says Baker. “Tom 
inspired us with his investment. He 
[personally] shares the many of the 
reasons for Scrooge’s damage. [In 
the adaptation] he actually opens 
that up. It’s always been in the story, 
but it’s not always present in most 
renditions. I love that he'd do this as 
an actor.

SOUND AND VISION 

No one visual genre dominates the 
show. Photography is used on some 
covers, both from anonymous shut- 
terbugs and professionals such as 
Walker Evans. 

Woodauts, lithographs, illustra- 
tions, and, in the case of an album of 
American murder ballads, a grave- 
stone rubbing of a skull with wings, 
are all well-represented. Woody 
Guthrie illustrated the cover for his 
album Take This Hammer. 

Designers like Ronald Cline some- 
times used text treatments, with no 
imagery. Work by Picasso and Joan 
Miro was used for a couple other 
records, Many artists who worked 
for Asch, such as David Stone Mar- 
tin, rose to prominence while con- 
tributing to Folkways. 

“Quite a few were involved in 
Roosevelt's public art work projects 
during the Depression,” Greer adds. 
“That informed their Folkways 
work.” 

Despite the vast range, there was 
a Folkways “look.” “It wasn’t uni- 
versal, but many releases had it,” 
Greer explains. “Tt was characterized 
by these black edges on three sides 

from the black cardboard sleeve. 
Also, most records at the time had 
covers that were glossy, and Folk- 
ways were almost always matte 
with a little texture. And the two-tone 
colour combinations. They had small 
budgets, so the designers worked 
with these constraints in colour quite 
effectively.” 

Asch wasn't just a visionary—he 
was also a packrat. The Smithsonian 
has an extensive visual archive of the 
label, including ephemera such as 
colour separated proofs and paste-up 
boards for the covers and liner notes, 
a couple examples of which they lent 
the exhibit to help viewers under- 
stand the process. “This method of 

rinting is history now,” Greer states. 

Much of the design still looks fresh 
to moder eyes, but it can be disheart- 
ening to note how some of the old 
social, political, and cultural struggles 
Folkways championed are still ongo- 
ing (ie. gay rights). Still, Asch : 
believed in the human capacity for 
redemption through art and music, 
enough to put out the most obscure 
titles if they met his mandate.
